Commission hires public works director

The Henderson City Commis¬ 
sion took the first step Tuesday 
toward possibly tearing down 
the old Station 1 power plant on 
Water Street, agreed to sell a 
vacant lot on Water Street, and 
accepted a donation of land on 
Wathen Lane to pave the way for 
future annexation there. 


The city paid $400,000 of 
federal riverfront improvement 
money for the lot at Second and 
Water streets in the fall of2008, 
but after an executive session 
Tuesday agreed to declare it 
surplus property and authorize 
its sale by sealed bid. 

Two weeks ago the board of 
Henderson Municipal Power 
& Light rejected bids for clean¬ 
ing up the old power plant site, 
which has been shut down since 


2008. At that time the HMP&L 
board also gave the city a quit¬ 
claim deed to the property in 
order to clear up the city’s title. 

Mayor Steve Austin, who had 
earlier expressed interest in re¬ 
developing the property, asked 
for a motion authorizing city 
staff to seek requests for profes¬ 
sional services “for the remedia¬ 
tion, sale of equipment and recy¬ 
clable materials and demolition” 
of Station 1. Staff would get pro¬ 
posals in hand “so the commis¬ 
sion can make a decision later if

2012 will be record 
year for gas prices 

■ Even big decline can’t stop it

Here’s the thing about 
gas prices: They’re high. 

This year, they were so 
high that they set a record 
— Americans will spend 
more on gasoline in 2012 
than in any other year. The 
yearly national average 
price will be around $3.63 
per gallon, according to 
GasBuddy.com. 

It breaks a record that 
held the top spot for only 
one year — 2011 had an av¬ 
erage price of $3.51, or 72.6 
cents per gallon higher 
than the bargain-basement 
days of 2010. 

Of course, there is this 
statistical caveat: Gas 
prices theoretically could 


plummet so severely in 
these last few weeks that 
the record-setting average 
is no longer record-setting. 
But prices would have to 
fall to $2.35 per gallon and 
stay there — and if that 
happens, chances are so¬ 
ciety has bigger problems 
than gas prices. 

The high prices have 
driven more cars from the 
road and had a ripple effect 
on the convenience stores 
that use the lure of gaso¬ 
line to sell chips and soft 
drinks. 

In the most recent traffic 
volume trends report, the 
U.S. Department of Trans¬ 
portation noted year-over- 
year travel in September

Judge backs city in police dog lawsuit 


■ Officer’s actions were made in ‘good faith’

A lawsuit filed against the Hen¬ 
derson Police Department by lo¬ 
cal businessman George Day was 
recently dismissed in favor of the 
defendants. 

Day was sleeping in his nurs¬ 
ery business at 200 S. Alvasia St. 
the night of Feb. 15, 2011, when he 
was bitten on the upper thigh by 
a German shepherd police dog 
named Santo, handled by Officer 
Jason Hargitt, according to court 
records. Day filed suit against the 
city of Henderson and Hargitt in 
mid-2011 alleging trespass, negli¬ 


gence, assault and battery and false 
imprisonment. 

The city claimed that it and Har¬ 
gitt were immune from lawsuits and 
asked the case to be dismissed by 
summary judgment, which is often 
requested in lawsuits but relatively 
rarely granted. 

In a 13-page opinion Circuit 
Judge Karen Wilson granted the 
motion, ruling that the city and 
Hargitt are immune from liability 
“because the actions taken were 
discretionary in nature and made 
in good faith.” 

Testimony given in depositions 
showed that police were chasing 
burglars at the business and the dog 
had already caught one of them in 


the greenhouse before Hargitt re¬ 
leased the dog into the office area. 
Hargitt testified he called out a 
warning a couple of times before 
releasing the dog, which apparently 
woke Day up because he was bitten 
right after rising. 

A key point in Wilson’s analysis 
of the case was whether the Harg- 
itt’s actions were discretionary in 
nature or mandated by his office. 
She concluded that “the police’s en¬ 
try onto Day’s property and the use 
of a police dog in particular were 
discretionary actions.” 

There was no proof that Hargitt 
failed to shout out warnings before 
releasing the dog, or that the offi¬ 
cers engaged in trespass, she wrote, 
“and there does not appear to be 
any proof in this case that Officer 
Hargitt was acting in bad faith.”

Report: N. Korea fires long-range rocket 


■ Country proceeds with launch 
despite U.N., Washington warnings

SEOUL, South Korea - North 
Korea fired a long-range 
rocket Wednesday morn¬ 
ing in its second launch 
under its new leader, de¬ 
fying warnings from the 
U.N. and Washington only 
days before South Korean 
presidential elections. 

South Korean Defense 
Ministry spokesman Kim 
Min-seok told a nationally 
televised news confer¬ 
ence that a South Korean 
Aegis-equipped destroyer 
deployed in the Yellow Sea 
detected the launch but 
South Korea still didn’t 
know the launch was 
successful. North Korea 
had indicated technical 
problems with the rocket 
and recently extended its 
launch window to Dec. 29. 

Japan said one part of 
the rocket landed west of 
the Korean Peninsula and 
another part was expected 
to have landed east of the 
Philippines. South Korean 
President Lee Myung-bak 


planned an emergency 
national security council 
meeting Wednesday, and 
Japan protested the rocket 
launch. 

North Korean leader 
Kim Jong Un took power 
after his father Kim Jong 
II died on Dec. 17 last year, 
and the launch also comes 
about a month before Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama is in¬ 
augurated for his second 
term. 

The North says the 
Unha rocket is meant to 
put a satellite in orbit. A 
similar launch in April 
broke apart shortly after 
liftoff, and the condemna¬ 
tion that attempt received 
is likely to be repeated. 
Washington sees the 
launch as a cover for a test 
of technology for missiles 
that could be used to strike 
the United States. 

Rocket tests are seen as 
crucial to advancing North 
Korea’s nuclear weapons 
ambitions. North Korea 
is thought to have only a 
handful of rudimentary 


nuclear bombs. But Pyong¬ 
yang is not yet believed ca¬ 
pable of building warheads 
small enough to mount on 
a missile that could threat¬ 
en the United States. 

North Korea has spent 
decades trying to perfect 
a multistage, long-range 
rocket. Experts say that 
ballistic missiles and rock¬ 
ets in satellite launches 
share similar bodies, 
engines and other tech¬ 
nology. This is the fifth 
attempt at a long-range 
launch since 1998, when 
Pyongyang sent a rocket 
hurtling over Japan. Pre¬ 
vious launches of three- 
stage rockets weren’t con¬ 
sidered successful. 

Washington sees North 
Korea’s pursuit of nuclear 
weapons and ballistic mis¬ 
siles as a threat to world 
security and to its Asian al¬ 
lies, Japan and South Korea. 

North Korea under new 
leader Kim has pledged to 
bolster its nuclear arsenal 
unless Washington scraps 
what Pyongyang calls a 
hostile policy.

Head trauma 
research shows 
more dangers 

No one seems to know exactly how forceful or 
frequent head trauma has to be to result in long¬ 
term brain damage, but researchers are accumu¬ 
lating grim evidence that it may not take all that 
much. 

The latest study by investigators from Boston 
University’s Center for the Study of Traumatic En¬ 
cephalopathy and the U.S. Department of Veterans 
Affairs’ Boston Healthcare System showed evidence 
of degenerative brain disease similar to Alzheimer’s 
in the tissue of 68 out of 85 deceased male subjects 
ages 17 to 98. 

Autopsies showed those men had extensive pro¬ 
tein tangles clog¬ 
ging their brains 
and destroying 
brain cells. The 
study group in¬ 
cluded football 
players, wres¬ 
tlers, hockey 
players, boxers 
and military vet¬ 
erans who served 
in combat zones from World War II onward. 

Brains of 18 other males covering a similar age 
range, but who had never experienced concussions 
or other brain injuries, showed no signs of the de¬ 
terioration. 

Among the group found to have degenerative 
injury, 50 were football players: 33 played in the 
NFL, nine played college football and six played 
only in high school. Twenty-one veterans, most of 
whom were also athletes, also had signs of CTE in 
their brains. 

The findings were released even as the NFL ab¬ 
sorbed another violent death of a player, Kansas 
City’s Jovan Belcher, who shot himself outside the 
Chiefs’ training facility shortly after fatally shoot¬ 
ing his girlfriend. No one knows if head trauma 
played a role in this tragedy. 

Team officials said he was not known to have 
had many concussions during his four years in the 
NFL, but some friends said he’d experience short¬ 
term memory loss since taking a hit Nov. 18 against 
Cincinnati. A pending autopsy may reveal more. 

The Boston study and a lot of other recent con¬ 
cussion research show that the total number and 
frequency of head injuries may matter as much or 
more than a few major concussions. 

“Not all concussions are created equal,” said Dr. 
Robert Cantu, a neurosurgeon and co-author of the 
study, adding that total head traumas may be the 
“dots” that need to be connected. 

Age, genetics and a host of other factors, includ¬ 
ing medical care, may be key in deter mi nin g wheth¬ 
er one individual sustains long-term brain injury 
and another does not. 

Researchers are scrambling to find ways to mea¬ 
sure the extent of degenerative brain damage in the 
living through various scanning techniques and 
other tests. 

Only when doctors, coaches and athletes can 
see and understand the injuries in real time can 
the toll on athletes, soldiers and others really be 
addressed.

In a tale of two cities at Christmas, 
it’s the best of times, all over again 


As I start this, it is Satur¬ 
day night, and my favorite 
broadcast program of any 
kind, “A Prairie Home 
Companion,” is on the ra¬ 
dio. 

The show, a live two- 
hour music and comedy 
variety show, is based in 
the Fitzgerald Theater 
in St. Paul, Minn., but it 
travels the country as 
well. During the month 
leading up to Christmas, 
the “Prairie Home” tra¬ 
dition is to move to New 
York City and produce the 
show from The Town Hall, 
a historic old theater a few 
steps off Broadway. 

One year ago, Donna 
and I were settling into 
our seats at Town Hall for 
a presentation of the show. 
Our Christmas present to 
each other was to spend a 
week in New York — a city 
I love but hadn’t visited in 
nearly a decade. 

I cherish my periodic 
visits there that date back 
40 years. 

If I could go back in 
time, I would visit New 
York in the late 1940s, a 
time I regard as its golden 
era — when it was the big¬ 
gest city in the world and 
had the tallest buildings, a 
time of Joe DiMaggio and 
Toots Shor’s Restaurant, 
the Brooklyn Dodgers and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Joe and Toots are long 
gone. The Dodgers went 
west and the glorious old 
Penn Station has been torn 
down. 

But New York is still a 
stunner, and to my mind 
there’s no better time to 
visit than during the holi¬ 
days. 

Donna had found us, 
of all things, a bed-and- 
breakfast to stay in on East 
58th Street at Midtown; 
though it required climb¬ 
ing three flights, our room 
was massive by NYC stan¬ 
dards and wonderfully lo¬ 
cated. An excellent Indian 
restaurant was located just 
down the block. We were 
within a 10-minute walk of 
the subway and 20 minutes 
of Central Park. 

Few towns can match 
New York at Christmas, 
and we took much of it 
in. We visited Rockefeller 
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Center, with its enormous 
Christmas tree and skating 
rink and dancing Salvation 
Army bell ringers. 

We shopped at Macy’s 
and braved the sidewalks 
of Fifth Avenue, crowded 
with well-heeled shop¬ 
pers. We squeezed into 
the Apple Store on Central 
Park South and saw horse- 
drawn carriages dressed 
for the season. 

We went to Broadway to 
see a show. We ate lunch at 
the noisy Oyster Bar Res¬ 
taurant in Grand Central 
Terminal and ate dinner 
with an old friend at a Thai 
restaurant in the once- 
infamous Hell’s Kitchen 
neighborhood. 

We went to the Top of 
the Rock at Rockefeller 
Center— and, right across 
the street, cooed over a 
puppy in the Nativity at St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral. 

We attended a worship 
service at a church on 
Park Avenue and after¬ 
ward watched the choir 
and chamber orchestra re¬ 
hearse Vivaldi’s “Gloria.” 

It was just incompa¬ 
rable. 

Or was it? 

■ 

Shortly after “A Prairie 
Home Companion” ended 
on Saturday, a 75-person 
orchestra was tuning its 
instruments. Its conduc¬ 
tor strode onto the stage; 
the audience welcomed 
him with applause. With a 
bow of acknowledgment 
and a wave of his baton, 
Maestro Nicholas Palmer 
led the orchestra and a 
choir through “A Christ¬ 
mas Intrada” — a prelude, 
an introduction to the eve¬ 
ning’s eclectic entertain¬ 
ment that included not 
one but two orchestras, 
two choirs and a soloist 
— a Broadway performer 
whose career began as 
a featured soloist at The 
Christmas Spectacular at 


Radio City Music Hall. 

But the venue wasn’t Ra¬ 
dio City or even The Town 
Hall. It was the Henderson 
Fine Arts Center, and the 
show was “The Magic of 
Christmas,” the Owens¬ 
boro Symphony Orches¬ 
tra’s holiday pops concert 
that benefited Habitat for 
Humanity. 

There was a dramatic 
reading of “Yes, Virginia, 
There is a Santa Claus” 
and a performance of 
“March of the Toys.” Solo¬ 
ist Laurie Gayle Stephen¬ 
son ended the first act with 
“The Christmas Song,” my 
favorite secular holiday 
song, with its famous end¬ 
ing: 

And so I’m offering this 
simplephrase 

To kids from one to nine¬ 
ty-two 

Although it’s been said 
many times , many ways 

Merry Christmas to you 

(I really must roast 
chestnuts on an open fire 
sometime.) 

The concert climaxed 
with the Owensboro Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra, the Ow¬ 
ensboro Symphony Cho¬ 
rus, the Kentucky Youth 
Chorale, the Owensboro 
Symphony Youth Orches¬ 
tra and Miss Stephenson 

— some 300 musicians and 
singers, filling the stage 
and spilling off either side 

— performing “Hark the 
Herald Angels Sing.” 

But the Henderson holi¬ 
day weekend wasn’t over 
for us. 

There was a walk 
through our own Central 
Park, where colored lights 
shone on the giant living 
tree and sidewalks were 
lined with cheery decora¬ 
tions built by local crafts¬ 
men. 

There was a Saturday 
evening dinner of lightly 
breaded fish topped with 
capers and halved grape 
tomatoes, using a New¬ 
foundland recipe sent to 
us from friends in Ontar¬ 
io. There was the opening 
of Christmas cards from 
friends. 

On Sunday morning, 
Donna and 26 others from 
our church, accompanied 
by a 23-piece chamber 
orchestra complete with 


a borrowed harpsichord 
and timpani, performed 
select movements from 
Handel’s “Messiah” — the 
latest spectacular orga¬ 
nized by our music direc¬ 
tor, Matthew Vanover. At 
its conclusion, the 400 
people who nearly filled 
the sanctuary rose for the 
famed “Hallelujah” cho¬ 
rus. 

“Hallelujah” is rousing, 
of course. But what moved 
me was not just the com¬ 
position, but the fact that 
I know practically every 
member of the chorus: A 
guy who emails me corny 
jokes. Another guy I have 
lunch with once a month. 
That guy’s wife. The hus¬ 
band and wife who host 
a Halloween masquer¬ 
ade party each year. Our 
pastor and our associate 
pastor, and other folks be¬ 
sides. 

These are my friends, 
members of my church 
family, and here they are 
— seven sopranos, six al¬ 
tos, seven tenors and seven 
basses — performing this 
271-year-old masterpiece, 
which Matthew declared 
“was written in a state of 
divine inspiration similar 
to the experience of Bibli¬ 
cal authors” — by the man, 
according to Smithsonian 
magazine, “that Ludwig 
van Beethoven himself, 
citing ‘Messiah,’ said was 
the ‘greatest composer 
that ever lived.’ ” 

Now, as I finish writing 
this, I can see some of the 
one dozen wreaths that 
hang from our front door 
and windows at home. 
White lights gleam around 
the porch. 

Soon, the front hall 
a few feet away will be 
filled with the fragrance 
of our live Christmas tree, 
whose branches will hold 
our family’s precious orna¬ 
ments, every one of which 
has a story behind it.

Court 
strikes 
concealed 
carry ban

CHICAGO - In a major vic¬ 
tory for gun rights advo¬ 
cates, a federal appeals 
court Tuesday struck down 
a ban on carrying concealed 
weapons in Illinois — the 
only remaining state where 
carrying concealed weap¬ 
ons is entirely illegal — and 
gave lawmakers 180 days to 
write a law that legalizes it. 

In overturning a lower 
court decision, the 7th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals 
said the ban was unconsti¬ 
tutional and suggested a law 
legalizing concealed carry 
is long overdue in a state 
where gun advocates had 
vowed to challenge the ban 
on every front. 

“There is no suggestion 
that some unique charac¬ 
teristic of criminal activity 
in Illinois justifies the state’s 
taking a different approach 
from the other 49 states,” 
Judge Richard Posner, who 
wrote the court’s majority 
opinion. “If the Illinois ap¬ 
proach were demonstrably 
superior, one would expect 
at least one or two other 
states to have emulated it.” 

Gun rights advocates 
were thrilled by the deci¬ 
sion. They have long argued 
that the prohibition violates 
the U.S. Constitution’s Sec¬ 
ond Amendment and what 
they see as Americans’ 
right to carry guns for self- 
defense. 

“Christmas came early 
for law-abiding gun own¬ 
ers,” said state Rep. Bran¬ 
don Phelps, a Democratic 
lawmaker from southern 
Illinois whose proposed 
legislation approving con¬ 
cealed carry narrowly lost 
in the Legislature last year. 
“It’s a mandate.”

PM forced to resign 
after arrest by junta 

BAMAKO - Soldiers ar¬ 
rested Mali’s prime min¬ 
ister and forced him to re¬ 
sign before dawn Tuesday, 
showing that the military 
remains the real power in 
this troubled West African 
nation despite handing 
back authority to civilians 
after a coup in March. 

The prime minister’s 
ouster comes as the United 
Nations considers backing 
a military intervention in 
Mali, a once-stable coun¬ 
try now in constant tur¬ 
moil. By late Tuesday, a 
new prime minister had 
been named, but the de¬ 
velopments drew interna¬ 
tional rebuke and raised 
questions about the viabil¬ 
ity of the military opera¬ 
tion, which would use the 
country’s military to try 
to take back Mali’s north 
from Islamic extremists. 

Prime Minister Cheikh 
Modibo Diarra, dressed 
in a dark suit, his forehead 
glistening with sweat, ap¬ 
peared on state television 
at 4 a.m. to announce his 
resignation, hours after 
soldiers stormed his house.

Extremists

BEIRUT - Syrian rebels 
including Islamic extrem¬ 
ists took full control of a 
sprawling military base 
Tuesday after a bloody 
two-day battle that killed 
35 soldiers, activists said. 

It was the latest gain 
by opposition forces bol¬ 
stered by an al-Qaida- 
linked group that has 
provided skilled fighters 
but raised concerns in the 
West. 

The Sheik Suleiman 
military base was the sec¬ 
ond major base captured 
in the north by the rebels, 
who also are making in¬ 
roads farther south toward 
the capital, Damascus. 

In other violence, doz¬ 
ens of people were re¬ 
ported injured or killed in 
Aqrab, a village in central 
Hama province, in a series 
of explosions. 

The Britain-based Syri¬ 
an Observatory for Human 
Rights reported the blood¬ 
shed, citing activists in the 
area, but had no immedi¬ 
ate death toll or details on 
who was to blame. 

The presence of the 
jihadi groups, including 
Jabhat al-Nusra, has raised 
concerns in the U.S. and 
other nations supporting 
the opposition in Syria 
but do not want to see ex¬ 
tremists gain power in the 
region. 

The U.S. this week 
blacklisted al-Nusra as a 
foreign terrorist organi¬ 
zation and said the group 
was part of al-Qaida in 
Iraq. 

But al-Nusra fighters ap¬ 
pear to be among the most 
effective fighting forces on 
the rebel side, spearhead¬ 
ing many of the recent 
gains.

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Experts: Drilling 
can be cleaner 


As incandescent light bulbs 
disappear, hoarders come out

PITTSBURGH- In the Col¬ 
orado mountains, a spike 
in air pollution has been 
linked to a boom in oil and 
gas drilling. A thousand 
miles away on the plains 
of north Texas, there’s a 
drilling boom, too, but 
some air pollution levels 
have declined. Opponents 
of drilling point to Colora¬ 
do and say it’s dangerous. 
Companies point to Texas 
and say drilling is safe. 

The answer appears to 
be that drilling can be safe 
or it can be dangerous. In¬ 
dustry practices, enforce¬ 
ment, geography and even 
snow cover can minimize 
or magnify air pollution 
problems. 

“It’s like a vehicle. Some 
cars drip oil,” said Russell 
Schnell, deputy director of 
the federal Earth System 
Research Laboratory in 
Boulder, Colo. “You have 
wells that are absolutely 
tight. And you have other 
places where a valve gives 
out, and you have huge 
leaks.” 

The good news, nearly 
all sides agree, is that the 
technology exists to con¬ 
trol methane gas leaks and 
other air pollution associ¬ 
ated with drilling. The bad 
news is that the industry 
is booming so rapidly that 
some companies and some 
regulators can’t seem to 
get ahead of the problems, 
which could ultimately 
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cost billions of dollars to 
remedy. 

The worries about what 
drilling does to the air are 
both global and local, with 
scientists concerned about 
the effects on climate 
change as well as the pos¬ 
sible health consequences 
from breathing smog, soot 
and other pollutants. 

Hydraulic fracturing, 
or fracking, has made it 
possible to tap into deep 
reserves of oil and gas but 
has also raised concerns 
about pollution. The in¬ 
dustry and many federal 
and state officials say the 
practice is safe when done 
properly, but environmen¬ 
tal groups and some scien¬ 
tists say there hasn’t been 
enough research. 

Some environmental¬ 
ists say if leaks and pollu¬ 
tion can be minimized, the 
boom has benefits, since 
gas burns much cleaner 
than coal, emitting half 
the carbon dioxide. 

A1 Gore told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press that it’s “not 
irresponsible” to look at 
gas as a short-term sub¬ 
stitute for coal-fired elec¬ 
tricity. But Gore added that 
the main component of 
gas, methane, is a more po¬ 
tent heat-trapping green¬ 
house gas than C02. That 
means that if large quan¬ 
tities leak, the advantage 
over coal disappears, the 
former vice president said.

of methane was leaking 
from wells, far more than 
previously estimated, and 
that people who live near 
production areas may be 
exposed to worrisome lev¬ 
els of benzene and other 
toxic compounds present 
in oil and gas. 

Across the industry, the 
technology for stopping 
leaks can be as simple as 
fixing seals and gaskets, or 
it can involve hundreds of 
millions of dollars of new 
construction.

If light bulbs were 
cars, surely the Utili- 
tech Pro LED 800 lu¬ 
mens light would be a 
1958 Buick. 

It’s heavy, fussy look¬ 
ing, doesn’t pack much 
horsepower at 60 watts 
— and it even has fins. 

Still, as energy-guz¬ 
zling 100-watt incan¬ 
descent bulbs disappear 
from store shelves in 
the first phase of a fed¬ 
eral ban on all such bulbs 
light-emitting diodes and 
compact fluorescent 
light bulbs are in our fu¬ 
ture, whether we like it 
or not. 

And some people don’t 
like it one bit. 

“I am stockpiling those 
bulbs,” said Liz Farley, a 
Pittsburgh architect and 
interior designer, who 
has built up a collection 
of about 100 boxes of 40- 
and 60-watt bulbs in her 
basement.

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can culture. 

Half a million visitors 
a year took the FBI tour.

WASHINGTON - Just six 
blocks from the White 
House, the FBI’s hulking 
headquarters overlooking 
Pennsylvania Avenue has 
long been the government 
building everyone loves to 
hate. The verdict: It’s an 
ugly, crumbling concrete 
behemoth, an architectur¬ 
al mishap — all 2.4 million 
square feet of it. 

But in this time of tight 
budgets, massive deficits 
and the “fiscal cliff,” the 
38-year-old FBI headquar¬ 
ters building has one big 
thing in its favor. 

It sits atop very valuable 
real estate, an entire city 
block on America’s Main 
Street, midway between 
the U.S. Capitol and the 
White House. Just how 
valuable? The General 
Services Administration 
intends to find out. 

This past week, the 
agency that oversees all 
federal buildings issued 
an invitation to develop¬ 
ers: How would you like to 
build a new headquarters 
for the FBI in a different lo¬ 
cation? In exchange, we’ll 
consider throwing in the 
J. Edgar Hoover building 
and the underlying land as 
part of the transaction. 

“We’re testing the mar¬ 
ketplace,” the GSA’s acting 
administrator, Dan Tang- 
herlini, said in an inter¬ 
view. “We think we have 
very valuable property. 
How much is it worth?” 
Tangherlini wants to see 
if it could be traded for a 
property that better meets 
current needs. 

The finish line is still a 
long way off. But in per¬ 
haps seven years, accord¬ 
ing to an estimate last 
year by the Government 
Accountability Office, 
the FBI could be in a new 
home at a fresh location in 
Washington or one of its 
surrounding counties. 

The J. Edgar Hoover 
building may not be 
praised as architecture, 
but the current building 
has become part of Ameri- 


moving into the new build¬ 
ing from cramped quarters 
in the Justice Department 
across the street. The 
FBI building, which cost 
$126.1 million to build back 
then, occupies a 6.66-acre 
square block in the central 
business district. 

Here’s what planners 
have in mind. 

“We envision that if 
and when the FBI relo¬ 
cates that the site be re¬ 
considered for mixed use 
as office space with retail, 
restaurants, cultural and 
residential components,” 
said Elizabeth Miller of the 
National Capital Planning 
Commission, an indepen¬ 
dent federal agency. That 
goal could be achieved by 
either starting over or re¬ 
using the building there 
now, a planning commis¬ 
sion document says. 

The commission’s vi¬ 
sion would dramatically 
transform the current state 
of affairs. 

“The building’s for¬ 
tress-like presence is ex¬ 
acerbated by security in¬ 
stallations, the moat that 
surrounds three sides of 
the building, the scale of its 
architectural features and 
the absence of street-level 
activity,” says a commis- 
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sion planning document. 

“My reaction would be 
rather than say ‘off with its 
head,’ let’s start thinking a 
little more creatively,” said 
Richard Longstreth, a pro¬ 
fessor at George Washing¬ 
ton University. 

“I don’t think the FBI 
building is so important 
that it’s worth reinvent¬ 
ing the wheel to try to save 
it, but I think if it can be 
saved, it should be,” said 
Longstreth, director of 
the university’s graduate 
program in historic pres¬ 
ervation.

Obama, Boehner trade proposals on ‘cliff’

WASHINGTON - In a test of divided 
government, President Barack 
Obama and House Speaker 
John Boehner sought an elusive 
compromise Tuesday to prevent 
economy-damaging tax increases 
on the middle class at year’s end, 
conferring by phone after a secre¬ 
tive exchange of proposals. 

Details were sparse and evi¬ 
dence of significant progress 
scarcer still, although officials 
said the president had offered to 
reduce his initial demand for $1.6 
trillion in higher tax revenue over 
a decade to $1.4 trillion. 


There was no indication he 
was relenting on his insistence 
— strongly opposed by most Re¬ 
publicans — that tax rates rise at 
upper incomes. 

Boehner sounded unimpressed 
in remarks on the House floor at 
midday. 

“The longer the White House 
slow-walks this process, the clos¬ 
er our economy gets to the fis¬ 
cal cliff,” he said, declaring that 
Obama had yet to identify specific 
cuts to government benefit pro¬ 
grams that as part of an agreement 
that also would raise federal tax 
revenue. 

The Ohio Republican made his 
comments well before he and the 
president talked by phone about 


attempts to avert a “fiscal cliff,” 
across-the-board tax increases 
and cuts in defense and domes¬ 
tic programs that economists say 
could send the economy into re¬ 
cession. 

In rebuttal, the White House 
swiftly detailed numerous pro¬ 
posals Obama has made to cut 
spending, including recommen¬ 
dations to cull $340 million from 
Medicare over a decade and an 
additional $250 billion from other 
government benefit programs. 

The House Democratic lead¬ 
er, Rep. Nancy Pelosi of Cali¬ 
fornia, challenged Boehner to 
allow a vote on the president’s 
proposal to extend most expir¬ 
ing tax cuts while letting them 


lapse at higher incomes. 

She predicted it would gain 
“overwhelming approval,” even 
in the GOP-controlled House. 

Boehner’s office took the step — 
unusual in secretive talks — of an¬ 
nouncing that Republicans “sent 
the White House a counteroffer 
that would achieve tax and entitle¬ 
ment reform to solve our looming 
debt crisis and create more Ameri¬ 
can jobs.” 

Both sides say they want a deal 
to prevent damage to the econo¬ 
my, but that stated commitment 
has been accompanied by a fierce 
battle to gain the political high 
ground in negotiations — and the 
occasional comment that one side 
or the other would be willing to let 


the deadline pass without a deal 
unless it got acceptable terms. 

Republicans acknowledge that 
Obama has an advantage in one 
respect, citing his re-election last 
month after a race in which he 
made higher taxes on the wealthy 
a centerpiece of his campaign. 

At the same time, Republicans 
hold powerful leverage of their 
own, the certainty that by spring 
the president will be forced to 
ask Congress to raise the govern¬ 
ment’s borrowing authority. It was 
just such a threat that previously 
allowed them to extract $1 trillion 
in spending cuts from the White 
House and Democratic lawmak¬ 
ers, a situation that Obama has 
vowed he won’t let happen again.

Mysterious 
mini shuttle 
is launched 
into space

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. -The 
military’s small, top-secret 
version of the space shuttle 
rocketed into orbit Tues¬ 
day for a repeat mystery 
mission, two years after 
making the first flight of 
its kind. 

The Air Force launched 
the unmanned spacecraft 
Tuesday hidden on top of 
an Atlas V rocket. As if on 
cue, clouds quickly swal¬ 
lowed up the rocket as it 
disappeared out over the 
ocean. 

It is the second flight for 
this original X-37B space- 
plane. The craft circled the 
planet for seven months 
in 2010. A second X-37B 
spacecraft spent more 
than a year in orbit. 

These high-tech mys¬ 
tery machines — 29 feet 
long — are about one- 
quarter the size of NASA’s 
old space shuttles and can 
land automatically on a 
runway. The two previous 
touchdowns occurred in 
Southern California; this 
one might end on NASA’s 
three-mile-long runway 
once reserved for the 
space agency’s shuttles. 

The military isn’t say¬ 
ing much if anything about 
this new secret mission 
known as OTV-3, or Or¬ 
bital Test Vehicle, flight 
No. 3. In fact, launch com¬ 
mentary ended 17 minutes 
into the flight and a news 
blackout followed. 

But one scientific ob¬ 
server, Jonathan Mc¬ 
Dowell of the Harvard- 
Smithsonian Center for 
Astrophysics, speculates 
the spaceplane is carrying 
sensors designed for spy¬ 
ing and likely is serving as 
a testbed for future satel¬ 
lites. He dismisses rumors 
of “exotic ideas” for the X- 
37B as weaponry or shad¬ 
owing a Chinese satellite.

Three dead, including gunman, in Oregon mall

PORTLAND, Ore. - A gunman opened 
fire in a suburban Portland shopping 
mall Tuesday, killing two people and 
wounding another as people were 
doing their Christmas shopping, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Witnesses described a scene of 
chaos and disbelief as a gunman 
wearing some sort of camouflage 
outfit and a white mask shot an 
initial burst of fire and then more 
rounds at Clackamas Town Center. 
Shoppers tried to find safe areas as 
teams of police officers began enter¬ 
ing the mall to find the shooter. 

Clackamas County sheriff’s Lt. 


James Rhodes said later that the gun¬ 
man was dead, but he wouldn’t say 
how he died or provide any details 
about him. 

Authorities were going store- 
to-store to secure the scene and to 
escort hiding shoppers outside, but 
Rhodes said there was no indica¬ 
tion that there was more than one 
shooter. 

Austin Patty, 20, who works at 
Macy’s, said he saw a man in a white 
mask carrying a rifle and wearing a 
bulletproof vest. 

He heard the gunman say “I am 
the shooter,” as if announcing him¬ 
self, Patty said. He then fired several 
shots paced seconds apart. 


A series of rapid-fire shots in short 
succession followed. Patty said he 
ducked to the ground, then ran. 

Kira Rowland told KGW-TV that 
she was shopping at Macy’s with her 
infant son when the shots started. 

“All of a sudden you hear two 
shots, which sounded like balloons 
popping,” Rowland told the station. 
“Everybody got on the ground. I 
grabbed the baby from the stroller 
and got on the ground.” 

Rowland said she heard people 
screaming and crying. 

“I put the baby back in the stroller 
and ran like hell,” Rowland said. “It 
was awful. It was shots after shots 
after shots like a massacre.”

Notre Dame, Texas 
A&M, Stanford and Flor¬ 
ida were second with four 
players on the three teams, 
though linebacker Manti 
Te’o was the only Fight¬ 
ing Irish player to make 
the first team.

Texas A&M Heisman 
Trophy winner Johnny 
Manziel was the first-team 
quarterback. 

Wisconsin running 
back Montee Ball and 
Georgia linebacker Jarvis 
Jones also became two- 
time All-Americans. 

Nine Southeastern Con¬ 
ference players made the 
first team, more than any 
other conference. The 
Pac-12 was second with six 
players on the first team. 
No other conference had 
more than two. 

The team was voted on 
by a panel of 16 AP college 
football poll voters. 

Barrett Jones, a senior 
who made the All-Amer¬ 
ica team as a tackle last 
season, was joined on the 
first team by Alabama 


teammates guard Chance 
Warmack, linebacker C.J. 
Mosley and cornerback 
Dee Milliner. Offensive 
tackle D.J. Fluker was 
picked to the second team 
and quarterback AJ Mc- 
Carron was selected to the 
third team. 

Te’o, the Heisman final¬ 
ists and winner of seven 
other awards — including 
the Maxwell, Nagurski and 
Butkus — is the first Notre 
Dame defensive player to 
be an AP All-American 
since defensive back Shane 
Walton in 2002. 

Manziel is the first 
freshman to make the 
first team at quarterback. 
On Saturday, the redshirt 
freshman know as Johnny 
Football became the first 
freshman to win the Heis¬ 
man Trophy. 

Manziel set an SEC re¬ 
cord with 4,600 total yards 
to rank second in the nation. 

Heisman finalist Collin 
Klein of Kansas State was 
the second-team quarter¬ 
back.

Ball repeated as an All- 
American, despite a slow 
start to the season and 
some early injuries. The 
senior is seventh in the na¬ 
tion in rushing at 133 yards 
per game, scored 21 touch¬ 
downs, and set the major 
college football record for 
career touchdowns.

Rodriguez 
plans to have the surgery 
in mid-January and could 
be sidelined until the All- 
Star break or beyond. 

Eric Chavez, A-Rod’s 
backup for most of last 
season, joined Arizona 
last week. 

■ R.A. Dickey and Mets 
general manager Sandy 
Alderson can agree on 
one thing — they would 
prefer to have closure be¬ 
fore opening day. 

The NL Cy Young 
Award winner can become 
a free agent after 2013 and 
says he won’t negotiate 
once the season starts, so 
the Mets probably have to 
sign him to a new contract 
or trade him to get the best 
return. 

Dickey says it “would be 
disappointing” if he simply 
played out his option year 
and became a free agent. 


Kyrie Irving scored 28

■ Ex-commissioner Tagliabue 
rebukes successor’s decisions

NEW ORLEANS - In a sharp 
rebuke to his successor’s 
handling of the NFL’s 
bounty investigation, for¬ 
mer commissioner Paul 
Tagliabue overturned 
the suspensions of four 
current and former New 
Orleans Saints players in 
a case that has preoccu¬ 
pied the league for almost 
a year. 

Tagliabue, who was ap¬ 
pointed by commissioner 
Roger Goodell to handle 
the appeals, still found 
that three of the players 
engaged in conduct det¬ 
rimental to the league. He 
said they participated in 
a performance pool that 
rewarded key plays — in¬ 
cluding bone-jarring hits 
— that could merit fines. 
But he stressed that the 
team’s coaches were very 
much involved. 

The entire case, he said, 
“has been contaminated by 
the coaches and others in 
the Saints’ organization.” 

The team’s “coaches and 
managers led a deliberate, 
unprecedented and effec¬ 


tive effort to obstruct the 
NFL’s investigation,” the 
ruling said. 

Tagliabue oversaw a 
second round of player 
appeals to the league in 
connection with the cash- 
for-hits program run by 
former defensive coor¬ 
dinator Gregg Williams 
from 2009-2011. The play¬ 
ers initially opposed his 
appointment. 

Saints linebacker Jona¬ 
than Vilma had been given 
a full-season suspension, 
while defensive end Will 
Smith, Cleveland lineback¬ 
er Scott Fujita and free 
agent defensive lineman 
Anthony Hargrove each 
received shorter suspen¬ 
sions. 

Tagliabue cleared Fujita 
of conduct detrimental to 
the league. 

“I affirm commissioner 
Goodell’s factual findings 
as to the four players. I 
conclude that Hargrove, 
Smith and Vilma — but 
not Fujita — engaged in 
‘conduct detrimental to 
the integrity of, and public 
confidence in, the game of 
professional football,’” the 
ruling said. 


“However, for the rea¬ 
sons set forth in this deci¬ 
sion, I now vacate all dis¬ 
cipline to be imposed upon 
these players. Although I 
vacate all suspensions, I 
fully considered but ulti¬ 
mately rejected reducing 
the suspensions to fines of 
varying degrees for Har¬ 
grove, Smith and Vilma. 
My affirmation of com¬ 
missioner Goodell’s find¬ 
ings could certainly jus¬ 
tify the issuance of fines. 
However... this entire case 
has been contaminated by 
the coaches and others in 


the Saints organization,” 
it said. 

Saints quarterback 
Drew Brees offered his 
thoughts on Twitter: “Con¬ 
gratulations to our players 
for having the suspensions 
vacated. Unfortunately, 
there are some things that 
can never be taken back.” 

None of the players sat 
out any games because 
of suspensions. They 
have been allowed to play 
while appeals are pending, 
though Fujita is on injured 
reserve and Hargrove is 
not with a team. 


Shortly before the regu¬ 
lar season, the initial sus¬ 
pensions were thrown out 
by an appeals panel creat¬ 
ed by the league’s collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement. 
Goodell then reissued 
them, with some changes, 
and now those have been 
dismissed. 

Now, with the player 
suspensions overturned, 
the end could be near for 
a nearly 10-month dispute 
over how the NFL handled 
an investigation that cov¬ 
ered three seasons and 
gathered about 50,000 
pages of documents. 

“We respect Mr. 
Tagliabue’s decision, which 
underscores the due process 
afforded players in NFL dis¬ 
ciplinary matters,” the NFL 
said in a statement. 

“The decisions have 
made clear that the Saints 
operated a bounty program 
in violation of league rules 
for three years, that the 
program endangered play¬ 
er safety, and that the com¬ 
missioner has the authority 
under the (NFL’s collective 
bargaining agreement) to 
impose discipline for those 
actions as conduct detri¬ 
mental to the league. Strong 
action was taken in this mat¬ 
ter to protect player safety 
and ensure that bounties 
would be eliminated from 
football.” 


Proud Patriots pushing forward

■ Team looks 
dominant 
in easy victory 
overTexans

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. - The 
Patriots insist that their 
rout of the Texans was 
not a “statement” game 
to show they could excel 
against the team with the 
NFL’s best record. 

They made one — loud 
and clear — nevertheless. 

Tom Brady and com¬ 
pany let the dwindling 
group of doubters know 
that they can dominate 
even their best opponents 
and are still improving 
as they head toward the 
playoffs. 

“It needs to come to¬ 
gether now,” Brady said 
after throwing four 
touchdown passes in New 
England’s 42-14 win over 
Houston on Monday night. 
“This is the perfect time 
for it. We can’t wait any 
longer.” 

There was plenty of pre¬ 
game focus on the Texans’ 
big playmakers — J.J. Watt 
with an AFC-high 16^2 
sacks, Arian Foster with 
an NFL-leading 15 touch¬ 
downs, Andre Johnson 
with 74 receptions. And 
Houston was the only NFL 
team with a perfect road 
record at 6-0. 

Not anymore. 

The Patriots (10-3) took 
command quickly, scor¬ 
ing on passes in their first 
three possessions. Wheth¬ 
er or not they wanted to 
deliver a message that the 
hype about Houston (11-2) 


was overblown, it couldn’t 
be missed. 

“Any competitive per¬ 
son is going to use what¬ 
ever motivation best mo¬ 
tivates himself,” defensive 
coordinator Matt Patricia 
said Tuesday. “In the end, 
our motivation is going to 
be to go out there to try to 
play the best we can, get 
better and do our job to the 
best of our ability.” 

But “statement” game? 

“Not at all,” defensive 
tackle Vince Wilfork said. 
“I’m not big on that.” 

That’s the real message 
coach Bill Belichick tries 
to deliver — treat every 
game as a difficult chal¬ 
lenge, no matter how well 
or poorly the opponent has 
been playing. That empha¬ 
sis has helped them win 


their past seven games. 

“We don’t really worry 
too much about records 
around here,” he said. 

Just as he professes 
not to think much about 
making a statement with 
a lopsided victory over an 
opponent that had won six 
consecutive games. 

“I don’t think we put a 
whole lot of relevance or 
spend any time talking 
about that type of thing,” 
Belichick said. “We talk 
more about what we need 
to do to win each week.” 

Still, the Patriots often 
contribute to the hype. 
They make each opponent 
sound like a huge obstacle, 
no matter how poorly it’s 
been playing. 

The New York Jets had 
lost five of seven games, 


but Brady still called them 
“a very good team” before 
a Thanksgiving night 
matchup. Then the Patri¬ 
ots went out and rolled to 
a 35-0 lead in the second 
quarter and a 49-19 victory. 

But when the lavish 
praise of an opponent 
comes from the media and 
other outsiders, the Patri¬ 
ots say they try not to lis¬ 
ten. Sometimes, though, all 
the chatter comes through. 
And that gives some play¬ 
ers extra incentive — like 
when plenty of pre-game 
talk centered around Watt 
and the Texans defense. 

“Obviously, we came 
into this game with a chip 
on our shoulders, everyone 
talking about the Houston 
Texans,” Patriots lineback¬ 
er Jerod Mayo said. “We al¬ 


ways talk about ignoring 
the noise, but you hear it. 
You hear it walking down 
the street. It was a little bit 
of a motivational factor, for 
me at least. I’m sure the 
rest of the guys felt the 
same way.” 

Early in the season, the 
defense was giving up big 
plays. 

Now, it’s making them. 

Devin McCourty inter¬ 
cepted Matt Schaub’s pass 
into the end zone on the 
Texans’ second series. The 
Patriots sacked him on the 
third. They forced a three- 
and-out on the fourth. And 
they made fourth-down 
stops on the Texans’ fifth 
and sixth possessions. 

New England’s defense 
was outstanding. Hous¬ 
ton’s was overwhelmed. 

“What everyone says 
(is) what everyone’s got to 
say,” McCourty said. “We 
know we’re a good de¬ 
fense here. We know we’ve 
played really well the last 
couple of weeks and the 
biggest focus for us is just 
trying to build on that.” 

The Patriots have 
clinched the AFC East and, 
with three games left, have 
a chance for home-field 
advantage throughout 
the conference playoffs. 
They still must overtake 
Houston and finish with 
at least the same record as 
the Denver Broncos (10-3). 

But all that can wait. 

Now the Patriots are 
concentrating on their 
second straight highly 
touted opponent, the San 
Francisco 49ers (9-3-1) on 
Sunday night. 

Only this time, most of 
the attention could focus 
on how dominant the Pa¬ 
triots are, especially after 
the way they handled the 
Texans. 


Earnhardt Jr. gives 2013 car solid review at test

CONCORD, N.C.- NASCAR 
spent almost the entire 
year developing its 2013 
car in hopes the “Gen 6” 
model will dramatically 
improve the racing. 

After his first test drive 
Tuesday, NASCAR’s most 
popular driver approved of 
the car. 

“This sport is going to 
be revolutionized again 
with this car,” Dale Earn¬ 
hardt Jr. said. 

That’s a ringing en¬ 
dorsement for NASCAR, 
which stumbled out of 
the gate with the launch 
of its 2007 car and never 
recovered. Drivers were 
mixed on the “Car of To¬ 
morrow” during its devel¬ 
opment and the messaging 


reflected 
the varying 
opinions. 

When 
Kyle Busch 
won the 
CoT’s de¬ 
but race at 
Bristol, he 
panned the 
car in his 
victory celebration on live 
television. He didn’t let up 
in his post-race interviews, 
likening the car to driving a 
milk crate, and the car was 
forever tainted with fans. 
The CoT was finally retired 
in last month’s season finale. 

NASCAR has worked 
tirelessly this year on orders 
from chairman Brian France 
to develop aracier 2013 model, 
which will officially debut at 
the season-opening Daytona 
500 in February. It’s been 


tested some over the fall, but 
Charlotte Motor Speedway 
opened Tuesday for a two- 
day session attended by 16 
drivers. 

Among them was Earn¬ 
hardt, who won 17 races in 
the “old” car but only two 
after the CoT was intro¬ 
duced in 2007. 

“I think the car has re¬ 
ally awesome potential, 
and I like it already leaps 
and bounds beyond the 
CoT,” he said. “This car 
really gives me a lot of 
sensations that are simi¬ 
lar to the old car that we 
ran 10 years ago. The CoT 
was just frustrating for me. 
I had good runs and good 
races in it and I had races 
where the car drove well, 
but I never really connect¬ 
ed with that car from the 
very beginning. Just per¬ 


sonally, I didn’t really like 
the car for what it was.” 

NASCAR strived to give 
the manufacturers brand 
identity with the 2013 cars 
in an effort to make them 
resemble what the auto¬ 
makers are actually selling 
in the showrooms. 

That’s important to 
Earnhardt. 

“You’ll stand there and 
you’ll see Fords and Toyotas 
and Chevrolets driving by, 
and it’s great because ev¬ 
erything looks different and 
everything is recognizable,” 
he said. “You don’t have to 
think about the driver and 
the team itself to associate 
with the manufacturer. You 
look at the car to see it in¬ 
stantly. I can appreciate the 
cars for that fact. I’m not 
sure a lot of people realize 
how important that is, hav¬ 


ing that instant recognition 
on a manufacturer for our 
sport and how much more 
healthier it is for that hap¬ 
pening.”

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. - Let’s 
see if we get this straight. 

In a decision just about 
everyone saw coming, 
golf’s ruling bodies de¬ 
clared their intentions to 
outlaw putting strokes that 
are anchored to the body, 
which Keegan Bradley, 
Webb Simpson and Ernie 
Els used in winning three 
of the last five major cham¬ 
pionships. 

It would not become a 
new rule for three years. 

A few days earlier, the 
Royal & Ancient dropped 
the biggest post-Thanks- 
giving surprise since that 
Florida Highway Patrol 
report on a single-car ac¬ 
cident involving Tiger 
Woods. It proposed altera¬ 
tions to half the holes on 
the Old Course at St. An¬ 
drews, including the front 
part of the green near the 
famous Road Hole bunker. 

Work began in three 
days. 

No matter your opinion 
on either subject, there is 
little disputing that 2012 
was filled with significant 
changes. Perhaps it was 
only fitting that the PGA 
of America decided not to 
let the year end without 
picking a new Ryder Cup 
captain. It announced on 
Tuesday there would be an 
announcement Thursday. 
On the “Today” show. 

So what to expect for 
2013? 

The PGA Tour will end 
one season in September 
and start a new season in 
October. 

The Web.com Tour 
will get more attention 
than ever with four tour¬ 
naments in the fall that, in 
effect, replace Qjschool. 

The six rounds of Q- 
school that Erik Comp¬ 
ton not-so-affectionately 
referred to as “hell week” 
will be missing this famil¬ 
iar phrase: “If he makes 
this putt, he’s on the PGA 
Tour.” That’s because 
the new version of the Q- 
school only awards a ticket 
to the minor leagues. 

Instead of finishing the 
calendar year outside the 
Magic Kingdom, players 
will be going to Mexico. 
Adios, Disney. 

Two of the biggest 
changes — the wrap¬ 
around season and Q,- 
school — were only a mat¬ 
ter of time. 

The demise of Q-school 
was brought on by the cre¬ 
ation in 2007 of the FedEx 
Cup, and while players 
might not take time to un¬ 
derstand the points, they 
understand four playoff 
events worth a total of $67 
million in prize money 
and bonuses. Trouble is, 
that reduced the tourna¬ 
ments after the FedEx Cup 
to something called the 
“Fall Series,” with smaller 
purses, watered-down 
fields and minimal world 
ranking points. 

The only way to keep 
those sponsors happy was 
to treat them like regular 
PGA Tour events. The 
only way to treat them like 
regular events was to give 
them FedEx Cup points. 
And they couldn’t give 
FedEx Cup points without 
making them part of the 
regular schedule, thus the 
wraparound season. 

There was talk that 
the PGA Tour could cre¬ 
ate its own rule and allow 
the putting stroke. What’s 
more likely to happen is for 
the PGA Tour to create its 
own rule that bans the an¬ 
chored stroke well before 
2016 — like the start of the 
2014 season, which will be 
in October of 2013. 

It puts players like 
Bradley in a sticky spot. 
While it’s perfectly legal 
to anchor the club now, 
everyone knows the end of 
the belly putter is near. It 
was difficult not to look at 
Bradley and Simpson dif¬ 
ferently after the proposed 
ban was announced, where 
before no one would have 
noticed and few would 
have cared.

U.S. trade gap grows to $42.2B in October

WASHINGTON - The U.S. trade 
deficit increased in October 
because exports fell by a larger 
margin than imports, a sign 
that slower global growth could 
weigh on the U.S. economy. 

The Commerce Department 
said Tuesday that the trade defi¬ 
cit grew 4.8 percent in October 
from September to $42.2 billion. 

Exports dropped 3.6 percent 
to $180.5 billion. Sales of com¬ 
mercial aircraft, autos and farm 
products all declined. 

Imports fell 2.1 percent to 
$222.8 billion, reflecting fewer 
shipments of cell phones, autos 


and machinery. 

The trade gap with China also 
increased to a record high, which 
will keep pressure on the Obama 
administration. Manufacturers 
and U.S. lawmakers have com¬ 
plained about China’s use of un¬ 
fair trade practices. 

Paul Dales, senior U.S. econo¬ 
mist at Capital Economics, said 
the decline in both exports and 
imports likely reflected some 
disruptions from Superstorm 
Sandy. The storm closed ports 
in the Northeast for the last few 
days of October. Exports should 
rebound in November, although 
Dales expects the longer-run 
trend to stay negative. 


“The bigger issue is that the 
weak global economy has been 
taking its toll on exports,” Dales 
said, predicting that trade would 
drag slightly on overall U.S. 
growth in 2013. 

A wider trade deficit acts as a 
drag on U.S. growth. It typically 
means the U.S. is earning less 
on overseas sales of American- 
produced goods while spending 
more on foreign products. 

Exports rose to a record high 
in September, which helped lift 
economic growth in the July- 
September quarter to annual 
rate 2.7 percent. That more than 
doubled the 1.3 percent annual 
growth rate in the April-June 


quarter. Growth during the sum¬ 
mer quarter was also helped by 
stronger rebuilding of business 
stockpiles than previously esti¬ 
mated. 

Most economists say growth 
is slowing in the current Octo- 
ber-December quarter to below 
2 percent. One reason for the 
weaker growth is the decline 
in exports. And U.S. companies 
are probably cutting back on re¬ 
stocking, mostly because of wor¬ 
ries about looming tax increases 
and government spending cuts 
that will kick in next year with¬ 
out a budget deal before January. 

There were some hopeful 
signs in the report. 


U.S. exports to the 27-nation 
European Union rose 1.4 per¬ 
cent in October. Exports to that 
region have fallen 0.7 percent 
from January through Octo¬ 
ber because the debt crisis has 
pushed many European nations 
into recession. 

The U.S. also ran a record $2.6 
billion trade surplus in October 
with the nations of South and 
Central America. The surplus 
with Brazil, the largest economy 
in South America, was $1.8 bil¬ 
lion. U.S. exports to that country 
hit a record $4.1 billion. 

Still, the U.S. trade deficit with 
China kept growing in October 
to a record $29.5 billion.

COMMODITIES 


The price of wheat dropped 3 percent 
Tuesday after the government predicted 
U.S. inventories will increase by the end 
of next year’s growing season, in part be¬ 
cause of weaker export demand. 

March wheat fell 27.25 cents to finish 
at $8,215 per bushel. Corn and soybeans 
also fell. 

The U.S. Agriculture Department pre¬ 
dicted wheat supplies will total 754 million 
bushels after next year’s harvest. That’s 
50 million bushels higher than its Novem¬ 
ber forecast and 11 million bushels more 
than stockpile estimates at the end of this 
year’s season. 

The agency also lowered its expecta¬ 
tions for exports, citing a slow pace of 
sales and shipments and what’s expected 
to become stiffer competition from other 


countries. 

Global inventories also are expected 
to increase, the agency said. 

Telvent DTN analyst Darin Newsom 
said the revised estimates shouldn’t have 
surprised traders because global wheat 
supplies already are adequate. Besides, 
he said, wheat can be grown just about 
anywhere, which increases the number 
of countries that sell it in the global mar¬ 
ketplace. Newsom said he expects wheat 
prices to remain under pressure until next 
spring when farmers will know if the U.S. 
winter wheat crop will be affected by dry 
weather. 

Corn for March delivery fell 2 cents 
to end at $7.28 per bushel and January 
soybeans dropped 2.75 cents to $14.72 
per bushel. 

In other trading, orange juice futures 
jumped 3.6 percent after the agriculture 
agency cut its U.S. forecast for the current 
growing season to 9.01 million tons. That 
is a 4 percent drop from October’s pre¬ 
diction and slightly less than this year’s 
production. 

Florida’s orange production was 
estimated at 6.57 million tons. That’s 5 
percent less than the agency’s October 
forecast and slightly less than this year’s 
harvest. The government also has predict¬ 
ed a colder than normal winter in Florida 
which could affect the crop. 

Orange juice futures for January de¬ 
livery rose 4.55 cents to finish at $1,299 
per pound.

Markets up on word of budget talks optimism

NEW YORK - The stock market 
showed signs of life Tuesday follow¬ 
ing hopeful signs of progress in bud¬ 
get talks being held in Washington. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 had its 
biggest gain this month. 

The Dow gained 78.56 points to 
13,248.44, after climbing as much 
as 137 points earlier. The Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index finished up 9.29 
points at 1,427.84. Both the Dow 
and the S&P have risen for five 
straight days. 

The Nasdaq composite ended up 
35.34 points at 3,022.30. 


Delta Air Lines rose 52 cents, or 
5.1 percent, to $10.66 after the com¬ 
pany said it will buy almost half of 
Richard Branson’s Virgin Atlantic 
for $360 million as it seeks a bigger 
share of the lucrative New York-to- 
London travel market. 

AIG gained $1.90 to $35.26 af¬ 
ter the U.S. Treasury Depart¬ 
ment said it has sold the rest of 
its stake in the insurer. AIG was 
bailed out by the government after 
nearly collapsing during the 2008 
financial crisis. 

Stocks have edged up since the 
start of the month as investors 
watch for developments in the 


budget talks. Tax increases and 
federal spending cuts are sched¬ 
uled to start Jan. 1 unless a deal is 
reached to reduce the U.S. budget 
deficit. Economists say the mea¬ 
sures, if implemented, could even¬ 
tually push the economy back into 
recession. 

The S&P 500 fell as much as 5 
percent after the U.S. presidential 
election Nov. 6 as investors worried 
that gridlock in Washington would 
prevent a budget deal. 

With Tuesday’s advance, the 
S&P 500 has recouped almost all 
of the ground it lost since the elec¬ 
tion when it closed at 1,428.39.

FDA expands 
approval of J&J 
prostate cancer drug 

WASHINGTON - The Food 
and Drug Administration 
has expanded approval of 
Johnson & Johnson’s pros¬ 
tate cancer pill Zytiga for 
men with an earlier stage 
of the disease. 

The agency says Zytiga 
is now approved for late- 
stage prostate cancer pa¬ 
tients who have not yet 
received chemotherapy, 
based on study results 
showing it can extend life 
by up to five months when 
taken by men in that group. 

The FDA previously ap¬ 
proved the drug in April 
2011 who for men with 
prostate cancer who have 
already taken the chemo¬ 
therapy drug docetaxel. 

Zytiga works by de¬ 
creasing the male hor¬ 
mone testosterone. 

U.S. wholesalers 
boost inventories 

WASHINGTON- U.S. whole- 
sale businesses increased 
their stockpiles in October 
but their sales fell sharply, 
a mix sign for economic 
growth. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Tuesday that 
stockpiles grew 0.6 per¬ 
cent in October. That’s 
slower than September’s 
1.1 percent increase, which 
was the biggest gain in 
nine months. Sales in Oc¬ 
tober fell 1.2 percent, after 
rising 1.9 percent in Sep¬ 
tember. 

With the October in¬ 
crease, wholesale invento¬ 
ries grew to $497.1 billion. 
That’s 29.2 percent above 
the post-recession low hit 
in September 2009. 

More restocking leads to 
more factory production, 
which boosts economic 
growth. Faster restock¬ 
ing was a key reason the 
economy grew from July 
through September at an 
annual rate of 2.7 percent. 

Still, slower October 
sales could force compa¬ 
nies to cut back on restock¬ 
ing in coming months. 
That could hold back 
growth in the October- 
December quarter. 

Employers solicit 
more jobs in Oct. 

WASHINGTON - U.S. em- 
ployers advertised more 
jobs in October than Sep¬ 
tember, a hopeful sign that 
hiring could pick up in the 
coming months. 

The Labor Department 
says job openings rose by 
128,000 to 3.68 million. 
That’s the most since June. 

The number of available 
jobs is slowly climbing 
back to the roughly 4 mil¬ 
lion that were advertised 
each month before the re¬ 
cession began in Decem¬ 
ber 2007. 

With nearly 12.3 mil¬ 
lion people unemployed 
in October, there were 
3.3 unemployed people, 
on average, competing 
for each open job. That’s 
the lowest ratio since No¬ 
vember 2008. Still, in a 
healthy economy, the ratio 
is roughly 2 to 1. 

Companies kept creat¬ 
ing jobs in November at a 
modest pace. Employers 
added 146,000 net jobs last 
month, the government 
said Friday in a separate 
report. 


Fed expected 
to buy bonds 

WASHINGTON - With a 
nervous eye on the “fiscal 
cliff,” the Federal Reserve 
is expected this week to 
announce a new bond¬ 
buying plan to support the 
U.S. economy. 

The goal would be to 
further reduce long-term 
interest rates and encour¬ 
age borrowing by compa¬ 
nies and individuals. If it 
succeeds, the Fed might at 
least soften the blow from 
tax increases and spend¬ 
ing cuts that will kick in in 
January if Congress can’t 
reach a budget deal. 

But the Fed’s actions 
wouldn’t rescue the econ¬ 
omy. Chairman Ben Ber- 
nanke warned last month 
that if the economy fell off 
a “broad fiscal cliff,” the 
Fed probably couldn’t off¬ 
set the shock. 

Fears of the cliff have 
led some U.S. companies 
to delay expanding, in¬ 
vesting and hiring. Manu¬ 
facturing has reached its 
weakest point since July 
2009. Consumers have 
cut back on spending. Un¬ 
employment has dipped in 
recent months but remains 
a still-high 7.7 percent. 

Delta buys stake 
in Virgin Atlantic 

Delta Air Lines said 
it will buy almost half of 
Virgin Atlantic for $360 
million as it tries to catch 
up to rivals in the lucra¬ 
tive New York-to-London 
travel market. 

Delta plans to form a 
joint venture with Vir¬ 
gin Atlantic so they can 
sell seats on each other’s 
flights, share the costs and 
profits, and set the flight 
schedules in ways that 
help both airlines. Ameri¬ 
can Airlines has a similar 
deal with British Airways. 

Because Delta would be 
setting fares and schedules 
in coordination with an 
airline it used to compete 
with, it said it will need 
antitrust approval from 
U.S. and European regu¬ 
lators in order to form a 
joint venture. Delta said 
the share purchase will 
happen with or without 
antitrust approval. 

Delta is aiming to have 
the joint operation run¬ 
ning by the end of 2013. 

Goverment links 
HSBC to drug 
money laundering 

WASHINGTON - British bank 
HSBC violated the Bank 
Secrecy Act in connec¬ 
tion with the laundering 
of money from narcotics 
drug traffickers in Mexico 
and intentionally allowed 
prohibited transactions 
with Iran and other na¬ 
tions that have been under 
sanctions, the Justice De¬ 
partment alleged Tuesday. 

In court papers filed in 
federal court in Brooklyn, 
the federal government 
said the case against HSBC 
is related to the laundering 
of proceeds from narcot¬ 
ics trafficking via the Black 
Market Peso Exchange — a 
method by which money 
launderers convert cash 
narcotics dollars into Co¬ 
lombian pesos by buying 
and re-selling wholesale 
consumer goods.

around this while making 
it clear what they want you 
to take it for.

DORDRECHT, Netherlands - 

Just as the first storms of 
winter roll in, Dutchman 
Johan Huibers has fin¬ 
ished his 20-year quest 
to build a full-scale, func¬ 
tioning model of Noah’s 
Ark — an undertaking of, 
well, biblical proportions. 

Huibers, a Christian, 
used books 6-9 of Genesis 
as his inspiration, follow¬ 
ing the instructions God 
gives Noah down to the 
last cubit. 

Translating to modern 
measurements, Huibers 
came up with a vessel 
that works out to a whop¬ 
ping 427 feet long, 95 feet 
across and 75 feet high. 
Perhaps not big enough to 
fit every species on Earth, 
two by two, as described 
in the Bible, but plenty of 
space, for instance, for a 
pair elephants to dance a 
tango. 

Johan’s Ark towers 
across the flat Dutch land¬ 
scape and is easily visible 
from a nearby highway 
where it lies moored in 
the city of Dordrecht, just 
south of Rotterdam. 

Gazing across the ark’s 
main hold, a huge space of 
stalls supported by a forest 
of pine trees, visitors gaze 
upon an array of stuffed 
and plastic animals, such 
as buffalo, zebra, gorillas, 
lions, tigers, bears, you 
name it. 

Elsewhere on the ark is 


a petting zoo with actual 
live animals that are less 
dangerous or easier to 
care for — such as ponies, 
dogs, sheep, and rabbits — 
and an impressive aviary 
of exotic birds. 

“This boat — it’s amaz¬ 
ing,” said Alfred Jongile, 
visiting from South Africa 
with his Dutch wife. 

For Huibers, a builder 
by trade, it all began with 
a nightmare he had in 
1992, when the low-lying 
Netherlands was flooded, 
as it has been many times 
throughout its history. 

Huibers thinks that new 
floods are possible, not 
least due to global warm¬ 
ing. He cites a New Testa¬ 
ment passage prophesy¬ 
ing that “the cities of the 
coast shall tremble” near 
the end of times. 


But he’s not worried the 
whole Earth will ever be 
flooded again. In the Bi¬ 
ble, the rainbow is God’s 
promise it won’t be. 

“I had a call from Amer¬ 
ican television,” he says, 
laughing. “This has noth¬ 
ing to do with the end of 
the Mayan calendar,” he 
said. 

He said his motivation 
is ultimately religious, 
though. He wants to make 
people think what their 
purpose is on Earth. 

“I want to make people 
question that so that they 
go looking for answers,” 
and ultimately find salva¬ 
tion through God and eter¬ 
nal life, he said. 

Johan’s Ark also con¬ 
tains a restaurant on the 
topmost level and a movie 
theater capable of seat¬ 


ing 50 people. Around 
the edges of each level of 
the craft are displays on 
ancient Middle Eastern 
history and dress, scenes 
from the life of Noah, and 
games for kids, including 
water pumps and a sys¬ 
tem of levers to lift bales 
of hay. 

Down below there is 
a honeycomb system of 
hatches, each opening into 
an area where food could 
be sealed in for long-term 
storage. 

There is an outdoor 
space near the stern with 
a dizzying series of stair¬ 
wells. Walking around, 
Johan points out features 
such as the curvature of 
the upper deck, which 
he said would have been 
used to collect rainwater 
for drinking, as well as 


for letting animals such 
as horses out to exercise 
where they could run 
around. 

Another visitor, Mar¬ 
tin Konijn, said he was 
impressed with the level 


of detail. 

“You might know the 
story of Noah, okay, but if 
you see this you begin to 
get an idea of how it would 
actually have worked in 
practice.” 


Twin sisters have simultaneous and free hip-replacement surgeries

BENSALEM, Pa. - To make the 
high school cheerleading team 
40 years ago, twins Deborah and 
Sandra Fanelli performed an ac¬ 
robatic move called “the flying 
splits.” 

The memory recently drew a 
rueful laugh from the once-ac- 


tive sisters, who in recent years 
have had trouble simply walking. 

Severe arthritis has nearly 
crippled Sandra, known as Sam, 
who uses a walker. Deb has re¬ 
lied on a cane. 

But on Friday, the 56-year- 
old twins, who have lived their 
entire lives together, were 
wheeled into side-by-side op¬ 
erating rooms at Rothman Or¬ 


thopaedic Specialty Hospital 
in the Philadelphia suburb of 
Bensalem. 

Deb received a right hip re¬ 
placement and Sam had surgery 
on both hips as part of Operation 
Walk USA, a program that offers 
free knee and hip replacements 
to uninsured patients like the 
Fanellis. 

“I’m just incredibly grateful 


and in awe of this procedure,” 
Sam said, just hours after sur¬ 
gery as she took her first steps 
down a hospital corridor to visit 
her sister. 

Doctors, hospitals and im¬ 
plant manufacturers donate 
time and equipment for the 
procedures. A hip replacement 
would normally cost about 
$16,000, plus hospitalization, 


according to Rothman officials. 

The program started in the 
mid-1990s to serve patients in 
developing countries but has 
been offered in the U.S. for only 
the past two years. 

The Fanelli twins were among 
five patients at Rothman, and 
among 200 people nationwide, 
receiving free new joints on Fri¬ 
day. 


Article about dog helps father, son reunite

LEXINGTON - The story began just 
over a week ago with an account 
of Jessie Brothers and his little dog 
Nubbin’s broken leg, but the climax 
came last Thursday when the story 
brought Brothers together with the 
son he had not seen in 30 years. 

Shortly after noon Thursday, Jes¬ 
sie Kennard, 34, stepped out of his 
car in front of Brothers’ front gate, 
which Brothers, 65, had decorated 
with a handmade sign that pro¬ 
claimed, “I love you Son, Daddy.” 

The two men approached and 
then, the intervening years melting 
away, they embraced. 

“I haven’t seen him since he was 5 
years old,” Brothers said as he fought 


back tears. “But the first time I heard 
his voice, I knew it was him.” 

“It’s really great to finally see you,” 
Kennard told Brothers. “This is all 
part of God’s plan.” 

Kennard and his wife, Carla, drove 
all the way to Lexington from their 
home in Cleveland, Okla., after they 
found an online copy of a Herald- 
Leader story about Brothers and 
Nubbin. Kennard, who was raised by 
adoptive parents but had been search¬ 
ing for his biological father for years, 
immediately recognized Brothers 
from an old photograph he had. 

It was quite a change from when 
Brothers was in deep depression 
over the possible loss of Nubbin, a 
4-year-old Jack Russell terrier who 
is his only companion. Nubbin suf¬ 
fered a badly broken hind leg while 


chasing a groundhog, and Brothers, 
a retired laborer, couldn’t afford the 
surgery to repair it. 

Brothers said that he and a woman 
named Judy Gibson were married for 
almost 20 years and had three chil¬ 
dren: Jennifer, Maryanne, and Jessie. 
But the couple had a series of prob¬ 
lems, and they parted in the early 
1980s. 

According to Brothers, the state 
took custody of the children, who 
eventually were put up for adop¬ 
tion. Brothers said he tried, but could 
never trace them. 

Jessie and Maryanne eventually 
were adopted by Rick and Debbie 
Kennard and raised in Johnson 
County. Jessie didn’t know he had a 
second sister until hearing about Jen¬ 
nifer last week. She lives in Indiana.
